poses except $90,000 set apart for fif­ 
teen church buildings. 
In tile present cabinet, largely made 
up of progressives, Dr. Scott sees the 
final overthrow’ of autocracy and mili­ 
tarism. 
Old policies are giving way In 
the face of the modern Ideas of the

and 
women 
of Japan, 
many of whom are Christians, educated 
In the Christian colleges that have 
sprung up in Japan within the lait 
fifty years, he says. 
“ W e owe to this progressive anti­ 
militaristic party our strongest moral 
support, and every assistance to the 
mission effort in Japan will he a direct 
contribution to the cause of lienee and 
hasten the coming of the day w hen the 
1 military spirit and the autocratic poi 
I Icy will he no more,” said Dr. Scott. 
“ Japan will lead the Far East in com 
meres, industry and invention us well 
as In education and arf,” he added,

for Jupan and that Is as a louder in 
! the principles of truth, liberty and 
righteousness.

Although the Northern Baptists are 
planning practically to double the ex 
tent of their mission work In foreign 
fields during the next five years as ti 
part of tile New World Movement, mon 
than three-quarters of the $100,000,000 
they pitrpose raising In a campaign 
from April 25 to May 2 will be Spent 
on tills side of the Atlantic. 
The apporiionment made shows $70,- 
191,929 will la* spent In America, In­ 
cluding $.*10,010,000 for Baptist schools 
and colleges, aud S2H,808,OTI will he 
devoted to the foreign work of the de­ 
nomination for the five-year period. 
The amount allotted to both home 
and foreign work is far In excess of 
any previous expenditure of the de 
nomination iii a like period and the 
raising of the $ IO* MX Hi,OOO within a 
single week is regarded by the North­ 
ern Baptists as the greatest financial 
undertaking that they have ever ea­ 
ten*.! upon. 
The SKM),CHM*,(NKI budget 
Includes »»niy the general extension 
work of the denomination, general!) 
classified as “ benevolence,” and does 
not Include the budgets of the local 
churches. 
In UMH the total estimated 
value of tin* church pn*perty of tile 
churches included In the Northern Bap­ 
tist Convention was $ U -1.817,.‘loo. The 
amount raised that year for church ex­ 
penses and benevolent* was $17,351,- 
524. 
Of this amount $13,978,982 wus 
for expenses and $3 372,512 for benevo­ 
lence. 
It will he seen that the $100,- 
000,000 which the Baptists are to raise 
this spring for their five-year program 
of benevolence means that the largest 
previous annual contribution of the 
church for that purpose will be multi 
plied neurly six fold.
